beat Interest of city mid State at heart,hove 
Ifae right to demand or their officials, con- 
tinued and strenuous effort In making thc 
Ian ot eome avail and bring it possible the 
Illegal seller to account. 
When BO many 


persons are repeatedly lodged in our police 
station for drunkenness, it Is evidence ol 
psrsUtcnt. intemperate lite, and they must 
be known lo the liquor dealers ofacilyso 
limited in proportion as llilp, as persons of 
notoriously intemperate habits. 
There are, 


we have no doubt, many men engaged in 
Uie liquor trafllc, who on securing a license 
Would see that the provisions of such licence 
should cot bo disregarded, and these men 
ihare in reception of that public condem- 
nation bestowed when persons of noto- 
riously intemperate habits are wrested. 
Whatever may bo the readers' or our owu 
opinion as to the business thceo men are en- 
gaged In, they have legal rights lo which 
officials and people are bound to give at-

twUmony showing that the first officer was 
p«rforming the duties without that Impor-
